Tlie Imperial Blue Book Issued on the 8uUJect. 

London, Mov. 6 — The Government is- 
sued a lihie l)ook to-day concerning tho war 
between the Matabeles and llie forces of the 
South African Ulnirlered Company. Tho 
negotiations between .Sir Henry Ijoch, Gov- 
ernor of Cape Colony, and Loliengula aro 
reviewed at Rreut lentitli. During Sep- 
tember and October Sir Henry tried to 
reach a pcuoeful settlement with tho king. 
On October 23rd ho sint to Lobengula a 
message exproesing re^^ret that tho king's 
indunaa had been killed. At the aamo time 
ho ox plained that aa Lebensiula had given 
no aaauraDoea that he would oease raiding 
on tho Maahonaland ,it was too late to stop 
the columns advanctog from Fort Victoria 
and Fort St. Charles. Sir Henry Loch was, 
however, still willing to recciive teutativea 
forpeaoeanda full settlement. However, 
on October 30 the Mur(iuia of Hipou, Colon-^ 
ial Secretary, telegraphed that Sir Henry 
ulinuld cease communioating with Loben- 
gula.

A Seven TbouBand Dollar Draft on the Bank 
of Montreal Presented at WIuulpeK- 

Chicago, Nov. C. — One of the sharpcHt 
bink forgeries on record turned up to-day 
before Justice Lyons, when warrants wero 
taken out charging one A. A. IJ. Grafton, alias 
C. S. Butlor, with flying from justice. But- 
ler, who is under arrest at San Antonio, 
Texas, on October 21 presented to tho Firnt 
National Bank of thia city a draft for $7,000 
on the Bank of Montreal at Winnipee,. fhe 
draft was apparently by the Bank of Mon- 
treal itself in favor of Butlor. As Butler 
was unknown to the ofiioials of the First 
National Bank, they requested him to call 
again in a day or two. this ha agreed to 
do, and in the moantimo the First National 
sent the draft on to the bank «6 Winnipeg, 
with un explanation, by letter. Qa Outo- 
l>er 'Jo tho reply oame back from the Bank 
of Montreal, in Winnipeg, and with it tha 
money. The Manitobana were satisfied 
with the evidence. Two days afterwards 
Butler drew out his money and left 
town. Then the bank at Winnipeg sent 
tho draft lo tho Buik of Montreal, and 
the Bank of Montreal flaalied back word 
that it had issued no Huch paper. Tho 
wires were set in motion and the bunk de- 
teolives took up tho Ciis", atid on Saturday 
Butler was approheiided in San Antonio, 
Tex. Butler, who was formerly employed 
af a clerk by the liuik of .Monlreal, is be- 
lieved to havo stolen Bome of tlio Bank's 
stationery, as the form of the draft waa 
upiin tlio Hink'a piper and the aeconipiiny- 
iiig letter Was also written on the regular 
lelti-r head of tho institution. Ollijera will 
leave for San Antonio to day to bring the 
alleged forger buck to this oily.

Green, the Murilprpd Man, and Some

Hia Agreeraent witli His Companion 
Taylor— Tlie Seareli for tlie 
Murderer. 



Nanaimo, Nov. 6.— (Special) — The mur- 
der of Jack Green and Tom Taylor has 
caused no little excitement here, where tho 
former was well known us on cooentric 
character, A man who knew him well was 
up on Savary Island throe or four years ago, 
and was then shown by Green several rolls 
of notes amounting to over four thousand 
dollura. Oreen waa then carrying on an ex- 
tensive and lucrative buainess with tho In- 
diana. Lately his trading operations wero 
considerably limited, but he mual have gar- 
nered in a large amount of cash. 

Before he took to ranching Green was en- 
gaged in trading among the Northern In- 
dians on hia aloop, tho Wanderer. He was 
uUvaya in some trouble iviid waa looked upon 
us a hard case. Hu had not always the an- 
tipathy to banks he hud of late years. At 
one time lie used to deposit money regularly 
in a Vancouver bank, but owing lo some 
misuiiili;rstanding he ctmceived tho idea that 
he had beiin robbed and declared his ini en- 
lion of iieTer again trusting hia wealth to 
such institutions. From then on ho waa in 
llie habit of currying hia money about with 
him on hia sloop in hia voyages, kept in an 
iron cash box, and when ashore in a canvas 
bag. 

At one time bis iron caah-box waa stolen 
from his aloop, blown open, and the con- 
tents, amounting to several hundred dullara, 
stolen. 

Savary Island hua un area of threo hun- 
dred acres, tnoro or less, all of which Green 
Ijurchaaed outright from the Government, 
it is a pretty pUce and the soil is excellent, 
though very little cultivation has been done. 
Green was always afraid of being murdered 
for his money, and would not be on the la- 
l.md alone. In order to get aome one lo stay 
with him he agreed to make over the place 
to whoever might do ao when hi; gavo it up 
or di( d. Taylor was a young fellow, for- 
nierly a longshoreman, and had been with 
Gr(en for several years. 

Of Lynn iioi hiiig definite can be learned 
here, though hu uimwera to the description 
of a man who has been no stranger to tho 
interior of the jail here.

Au Accident to tho Atlantic Kxprcss Which 
WHS Miraculously Without Loss 
of Life. 

Vancouveu, Nov. G. — (Special)— Tho fol- 
lowing is tho oliicial report of the accident to 
No, 2 express train, ox Vancouver, Sunday, 
which occurred at Seabird Bluff at 17:15 
o'clock Sunday evening :

Manager Robin's Proposition DIscnss 
ed by the New Vancouver Com- 
pany's Employes.

(Suoolal Lo tho Colonist.) 
Nanaimo, Nov. U, — Tho employes of tho 
New Vancouver Coal Con)pany met to-day 
to consider tLo new proposition of tho man- 
agement, Tho miners met cii ))in.«e in the 
Opera House. The meeting lasted all day, 
and resulted in the men agreeing, by a large 
majority, to accept Mr. Robins' proposition. 
Tho new arrangement ia contained in tho 
following memorandum banded to the 
miners' committee by the superintendent, 
and read at the meeting this morning : 

1. I regret to state that there has been no 
in>provcment in the market since our ar- 
rangement waa entered into last August. 
Owing 10 the increased importation into 
San Francisco of cheap -r mined coal from 
British Columbia and elsewhere, and the de- 
creased conauinptiou through tho stagna- 
tion of trade, we ahall bo compelled, till fur- 
ther notice, to reduce our output. 

2. The linaucial stringency though not so 
threatening is still having its depresBiug 
effect upon the market. 

;j. Although the situation does not justify 
any modilicalion of tho arrangement under 
which wo have been working during tho 
last three inouthe, wo have deciiled to oper- 
ate tho mines (so far aa wo cin diepoao of 
the coal), on u basis of a ten per cent, reduc- 
tion instead of the present twenty per cent. 
This modification is to take eflect from tlie 
1st of November, and continue for aix 
months, namely, until the 3Uch of April, 
when we propose to call you together again 
and submit such fresh terms as may be 
deemed necessary. 

■i. The above modification from twenty to 
ten per cout. will apply in like proportion 
to the c^ employes earning $3 and less, viz : 
Those now working under a fifteen per cent, 
reduotion to work under a seven and a half 
per cent, reduction, and those now working 
under a ten per cent, to take five per cent. 

r>. It is lo be clearly understood that the 
standing agreement between the company 
and tho union shall be strictly adhered to, 
and that work shall ho resumed ut onco and 
continued iliirin;,' the negotiations. 

S. The bi-.!'.!riBhip Ciu\s'n of Kogljiud is 
due this evening and any delay in her dis- 
{)atch would involve heavy expenses. That 
e.-'pccially cannot be afforded at a time like 
the present. 

7- In connection with the subject a of re- 
duotion of the output, I desire to confer 
with the cjmiiiiMee of the Union aa to the 
carrying out of such reiluction with the 
least inconvei'iiencc to the general body. 

Each clause of tlie above was diecuaaed at 
length. A ballot waa taken at (i p.m., the 
result being that 301 were in favor of ac- 
epting tho new terms and IIH against. All 
present did not vote. The topmen also hold 
tt meeting to consider the proposition. After 
a short diacuayiou it was decided to accept 
the tenna without rtaorve.

Four Hundred and Eifirbty Cases of 
Dynamite ^tbipped Con- 
trabancr. 



Madiiii), Ndv, 6 — Tho torriblo disuator 
which wruckt'd tho pnrb of SAntaudor and 
destroyed huiidreda of lives stnt a thrill of 
horror thmuyhout Sp.»in. Tho Ciibo 
Machichaco, u tSpaniuh atoitmahip beloDgiug 
to Bilbos, caught fire about three o'oloclc 
Friday afternoon. The origin of the fire ia 
unknown, but it wua soon beyond tho con- 
trol of the ship's orew. Tho local Are de- 
partment and u dutaohmoiit of the civic 
guard were ecnt to tlic sceno and tho lead- 
ing municipal authorities aided in the effort 
to save the steamer. In the moantiino 
thousands of people arowded to the quay 
and thronged the promenades oontiguous to 
it. The fire qiaiokly ignited the petroleum 
which forinud tx part of the cargo. 
vTwenty oases of dynamite which were regis- 
tered on the ship's papers had been carried 
ashore, but the ship also had on board 480 
cases more which did not appear on the 
papers and of which the authorities had no 
knowledge. 

About -1:1)0 o'clock tho ahip'a boilers hurst 
with u terrilic report, and Boon after there 
was another terrific detouatiou. Tho steam- 
er seemed to open in half, sending a blaze of 
fire aUywurd, over which a crown of aujoku 
rested for aeveial niiiiutea. Tho report was 
of such awful iutenaity that it aliooU the 
earth for miles arimrui; caused houaea to 
totter; amashed every wiiuliiw within the 
radius of a rifle shot, uud tilled the air wiih 
u maaa of Hying iron, burniiiL; wood, bluclt- 
ened timbers and scorched hcauiB, which 
soon after fell upon tho neighboring houses, 
scattering death and destruction wherever 
it crushed downward. The explosion shot 
tons of iron ore, which compoaed the ship's 
cargo, into the uir, where it was mingled 
with burning fragmoata of the stcaniohip, 
tug and wooden quay, as well as with tho 
mangled bodioa of hundreda of unfortunate 
people who were hurled upward, and the 
falling of this horrible mass can be better 
imagined than desooibed. The iiaming splin- 
ters set fire to hundreds of buildings, caus- 
ing a frightful panic. 

The force of the explosion of dynamite 
canaed such a oonoassion that it actually 
sunk hundreds of smaller craft in the har- 
bor, in addition to setting fire to a large 
number of other vessels and starting con- 
flagrations upon several of the larger ships, 
including the Alfonao XII, which vessel, 
caught tiro oo sudclonly and burned eg 
fiercely that forty of her crew loat their 
Uvea on board. Tho damage to foreign 
shipping is said to bo very great. 

For some time after the disaster tho 
people were positively stunned witli dismay 
and horror, and then followed a panic, dur- 
ing which hundreds of people are reported 
to have gouo stark mad, while the vast 
majority were ao paralyz;d with fear and 
the shock that they were incapable of mov- 
ing to the aasiatance of the dying or making 
any effort to extingaish the flames, which 
began to spread with the most alarming 
rapidity. 

Along the 'quay and promenade mangled 
and blackened corpses were scattered here 
and there or in heaps, in many cases upon 
the wounded and dying, whose fearful 
shrieks of agony filled the air. Over a hun- 
dred people are said to have been precipitat- 
ed into tho aea by the explosion, and there 
net death. A train just arriving was 
wrecked by the explosion and set on fire, a 
majority of its paasengers being burned to 
death. Bonn after the explosion whole 
bloo^ opposite the quay were blazing, and 
other portions of the city were also in 
flames. In the midst of the bocrible panic 
a few men retained preseooeof mind enough 
to ride to the next railway station and send 
telegrams to the Government and the 
authorities of other oitiea, imploring auccor. 
The cities of Valladolid, Burges, Bilbao and 
Barcelona immodiatoly took steps to asaiat 
the stricken city. Fire engines, physicians, 
medicine and food were soon sent to relievo 
the distress. Large forces of troops were 
also dispatched Tho monetary loss sua- 
ta'Dod is enormous. 

No further news has been received from 
Santander. M iuy doct'TS and uuraes, iti 
addition to those already sent, have been 
dispatched to ihe alrioliRn city. 

The loaa of life has not yet been deter- 
mined, but some hundreds of dead boiUca 
have been identified, while others will 
never bo recognized from among tho niasa of 
blackened trunks, heads and liniba which 
have been gathered togetlior in a heap. A 
man was killed by a piece of iron falling at 
Fema Casillo, two kilometers diatunt from 
Where the steamer was blown up. Tho 
steamer's anchor fell 800 yards away from 
where the explosion took place. Many de- 
tails of the explosion and fire are still lack- 
ing, owing to the fact that telegraphic and 
postal oommnnication have not been re- 
stored. Santander was lately among the 
most prosperout: towns in Spain but the dis- 
aster which has overtaken it will require 
many years to repair. 

The whole country is indignant at the 
criminal conduct of the captain ond crew 
of the Cabo M .icliichaneo as well us tlie 
criminality of those whosliipped contraband 
■iSO cases of dynamite, tlie general opiniiin 
being that the Government must ta'KO irii- 
mediate steps to punish tho people who 
shipped the dynamite, as tlio death of the 
captain and crew of the steami.T is but 
poor compensation to thousiiudH of victinia 
and the deatruction caused by their crim- 
inality.

LoNDO.v, Nov. — Sir Andrew Clark, the 
well-kuowK physician, died at -liltO this 
afternoon. Sir Andrew Clark, Bart., M.D. , 
was born October 28, 1826, was educated at 
Aberdeen and Kdinburgh, winning extraor- 
dinary honors, especially in the medical de- 
partment. He intended to oonfino himself 
to the study of pathology, but the force of 
oiroumatances made him take up practical 
work, in which lie had great success. Ho 
waa made a i'ellow of tiie College of Phy- 
siuiaiiH, in whieli ho hold tho otlicoa of 
Croonian and Luinelian lecturer. Ho 
was also councillor and oxiininer in 
medicino and censor. Ho was also 
Lettsomian lecturer and president of 
the Medical Society of London. Ho is tho 
author of numerous essays, lectures and re- 
viowa on niedieal aubjecta. He was created 
"a baronet in ISS.'i. At hia death ho waa 
senior physician and lecturer on clinical 
iiiodiciiio to the Loudon hospital ; an F. R.S. 
and LL D. of lidinburgh and Aberdeen 
{(■ai/s(i /lonoris), and consulting physician to 
the linaL L'indon hospital for tho diaeasea of 
children, lie waa president of the Metro- 
polit.in counties branch of tho Britiah Medi- 
cal association and president of the Clinical 
Bociety. Among hia profesaional writings 
aro ; "On the Anatomy of tho Lungs," 
" Tubercular Sputum," " Evidences of the 
Phthiais," " Mucous Diseases of tho Colon," 
" Fibroid Phthisis," etc. He waa attending 
Kt. Hon, W. B. Gladstone until bis own 
health gave way. 



BRAZILIAN EEVOLUTION. 

British iSallors Blown Up-Tbo Minister iit 
Washington on the Situation. 

London, Nov. 5. — Official confirmation 
has been received hero by tho Naval author- 
ities of news of tho death of two seamen and 
two marines, and the injury of five others, 
from tho British warships Bengal, Racer 
and Sirius, near Rio Janeiro. It appears 
tho vessels named landed a party near Rio 
Janeiro in order to obtain a supply of sand 
for holystoning the decks. During their 
stay ashore the British party approached 
the old Brazilian government powder maga- 
zine, which was protected by a detachment 
of President Pelxoto's soldiers. The latter, 
seeing a number of seamon digging, be- 
lieved they belonged to tho rebel warships, 
and consequently, acting under orders, tho 
Brazilians blew up the powder magazine 
and killed and injured the British sailors 
referred to. 

NkvV Vokk, Nov. 5. — Dr, Salvadore do 
Mendonca, Brazilian minister at Washing- 
ton City, ia in the city. When seen Men- 
donca spoke diaparagingly of the rebels' 
eflorts to overthrow tho govornment, and 
discredited munj' assertions made by Senor 
Ruy Barboaa. a Brazilian exile, who repre- 
sents the revolutionary parly. Minister 
Mendonca stated that tho fleet which his 
government had gathered in this country 
would sail about November 17. 



MINERS' STSIKE CONTINUED. 

The HrltlBh Mine Owners nnd the Colliers 
Fall to Come to a Settlement. 

London, Nov. 5. — The conference be- 
tween tho mine owners and the striking 
miners' representatives failed to reach an 
agreement, and the great strike will bo con- 
tinued. The result will be great sufTering, 
not only among tho miners' families, but 
among tho poor of largo cities on account of 
tho high price of coal. Tho mine ownora, 
after the conference ended, passed a resolu- 
tion to tho elfect that they were willing to 
aubniit to arbitration and would open tho 
pits on Monday on a 15 per cent, reduction, 
auoh lu per cent, reduction to bo placed in 
the ]>iiik until final settlement of tho trou- 
bles, when the money would bo handed to 
tho mine owners or to the eniployea as de- 
cided by the arbitrators. The minora de- 
cided to submit the new proposal to a vote. 



MIDWINTER FAIR. 

The Intention to .Vttrnet the Host of tho 
World's Kiilr Exhllilts. 

CiiiCAOO, Nov. 6. — The busiest place at 
tho fair grounds these days is the (Jalifornia 
building. M. H. doYoung, director-general 

of tho California Midwinter Fair, and other 
officials of that enterprise, make the Cali- 
fornia building their headfjuarters, and from 
morning until night there is a throng of 
callers there. Most of them are exhibitors 
who will move their stock from here direct 
to San Francisco. The California managers 
have profited by -the experience of the 
World's Columbian Exposition officials. 
They have secured half r<ttes from 
all the railroads for exhibitors' freight uud 
have got the railroads to agree 
to reduce fares for visitors from the opening 
of the exposition. Another wise move on 
the p'irt of the Midwinter people, in the 
judgment of the exposition authorities, is 
charging for space occupied by exhibitors. 
Had the World's Fair dnne this, which ia 
customary in all great ex[)OHitioi:s, lifteen or 
tvventy millions of dollars would have been 
added to its receipts. Culifornia ia taking 
its choice of the World's Fair exhibits. .So 
great is the demand for space that it has 
twice hud its territory enlarj.'e(l by the eom- 
rnii<ti(jners in ohurgo of (ioldcn (iate park, 
and now the managera are obliged to ask for 
another extension of territory. I"he scheino 
of the Mi<lwintor iiiaiiagerH iu to carry to 
California tho best of the exhibits that have 
attracted great attention and won high 
awards here. 



PUBLIC HEALTH. 

A Bill Drafted to Create a Bureau By the 
National Quaritntliio Committee. 

Ni:w YouK, Nov. f). — Tho Herald says: 
With tho personal indorsement of President 
Cleveland and the approval of practically 
every important medical society in tho 
United States, a bill creating a bureau of 
public health in the treasury department 
lia.s just boon completed by the national 
((U irantino committeo of the Nii'.v York 
Academy of Medicine, ft is urged by tho 
(liatim^uished physicianii who are mainly re- 
sponsible for tlio bill, tliat it ia not fair to 
usk the Const States to bear tho whole ex- 
penso of protection of the nation in times of 
unusual p(U'ila. 

lb ia undr-rslood that tho New "i^ork 
Chamber of Commerco will co-operate with 
tho Academy of Medicine, together with 
niemhera of medical aocielic^s, in securing 
tho passage of tho bill. Tho bill creates 
nine aanitary districts in tho United States, 
which cover tho whole country. A million 
dollars is appropriated by tho bill, and it is 
to bo expended under direction of the presi- 
dent, and according to his discretion, in 
meeting emorgenoicr arising out of the en- 
forcement of tlie act.

JiA D. TEMP IS RED. 

We have been so unfortunate as again to 

ofTond our courteous contemporary, the 
Times, and it, of course, rails at ua iu its 
usuul style. It characterizea the following 
statement in our article of Sunday last as 
" quite a deliberate lie." This is what we 
said : " On the contrary tbe oonoludiog 
sentences of the article are evidently in- 
tended to load the reader to believe that the 
Tory Ministers, and, of course, the Tory 
majority in Parliament deliberately iiiipoaed 
high duties on British goods, und Icwor 
dutiea on those imported from the United 
States." 

These are the concluding sentences of the 
Times' article. 

" Tory ministers like to spout about the 
' old flaL',' but tliey are quite ready to tax 
It if tlieir pnrpoats are thereby Buited. In 
order to protect a few tirma in the manufac- 
ture of iron, they put a heavy specific duty 
on the metal and thus they effect the double 
purpose of handicapping a number of trades 
and diaoriminating against the British 
article." 

Perhiip-j the Times did not mean to say 
that tho Tory mininters who " spout aljout 
the old Sag " did delilicrdtcly and intoation- 
ally " discriminate " against Great Britain 
.and in favor of tbe United States. It is 
-unfortunate if this is tbe case, for we think 
it will be generally admitted that its lan- 
guage will fiurly bear that construction. 

A COMPETENT WITNESS. 

It ia aaid that the greater numlior of 
the newapapers which aympathi/.e with Mr. 
KUia, tlio New Brunawick editor who haa 
been imprisoned for contempt of court, 
manifest an extraordinary ignorance of the 
offence for which he haa been punished. In 
order to work up their iudiguation to the 
proper point, it is aaaurted that they are 
under the uccuaaity of inventing their own 
facts. Q'he St. John Sun, commenting upon 
some of the newspaper articles on tbe Ellis 
oise, says ; 

About half the presa of Canada dcecribea 
Mr. J. V. lOilis as a martyr, this being tho 
lialf wliich agrees with bin polilica. These 
jouriiala miiiil rccoiiiiizc aonio weakness in 
the position of Mr. EUia, liecausu they 
almost invariably give a false account of tho 
ollence of which he was condemned. It ia 
known well enough in this provinco that 
Mr. Kllis might have discussed Queen's 
county pulilica from 1SS7 until now with 
perfect impunity, and might with etjual 
safely have declared and insisted and re- 
peated that Judge Tuck was wrong in his 
view of the law, and that Judges Allen, 
Wetmore, Fraser, Polmer and King were 
equally ienortmt. It was for none of thoao 
things that action was talcen, but for the 
repeated declaration that the judicial action 
was corrupt and intended to do injustice. 
Our valued contemporaries have a perfect 
right to denounce the last act of tho 
Suprei'ie (Jourt and tho sentence pronnunood 
by Chief Justice Allen, but why, if tho 
facta condemn the court and support Mr. 
lOUia, are not tho facts stated? 

The very circumstance that Mr. ICllis haa 
been imprisoned and fined ia fact enough for 
a largo number of the indignant editors, 
They eagerly jump at the oonoluaion, alto- 
gether independently of the merits of tho 
case, that the judgca must be in tho wrong. 
Thoy will bo surprised to learn, when ihoir 
indignation subaidca and thoy aro cool 
enough to give BulFicient thought to the mat- 
ter, that the judge whom Mr. Ellis de- 
nounced was entirely in the right, that he 
could not do'other than be did. I'he judges 
of the Supreme Court of Now Brunswick 
- ought to '-be as learned in the law as the 
average nowapapor editor, and they aflirnied 
that Judge Tuck " pursued a diatinotly 
proper course, and tho only proper oourso 
in the matter." That Mr. Ellia is an 



amiable man, and u good citizen generally, 
are facta with which the judge, when con- 
sidering the qneation of law submitted to 
him, had nothing whatever to do, yet this 
soems to bo tho only thing considered by a 
very largo proportion of thoae who condemn 
the judgca as tyrants, and who repreaent 
Mr. KUia as a bnan suffering in the oaiise of 
freedom. 



THE LITTLE WAR. 

The war in South Africa has, it appears, 
been carried on vigorously, and the whites 

in Mashonaland have taught Lobongula and 
his braves a lesson that they will not quickly 
forgot. We are (|uito sure that the African 
pioneers have witii them the sympathy of 
tho great majority of men of common sense, 
nob only in Great Britain but in America 
and other parts of the civillzad world, 

Wo BOO that there aro men in tho House 
of Commons who are trying to lead tho 
nation to believe that the settlers iu 
Mashonaland and tho South Africnn Com- 
pany aro iu tho wrong, and who hold 
that Captain Lendy, who punished a 
party of the Mrttabele for their 
dishonesty and bloodthirstincsa, should 
bo courtiniirtialled. If the account given 
by men on the spot is true, Capt. Lendy on 
that occasion did nothing moro than his 
duty. Tho Matubelo, who had stolen many 
of the settlers' cattle, would not give them 
up, and they refused to leave the fort until 
Capt. Lendy gave up to them, for tho pur- 
pose of being slaughtered, tho Mashonaa 
who had taken shelter in tho fort. 

"Ni'Xt morning he, Dr. Jumeaon, the ud- 
niiniatrator," vvritea a settler to his brother 
iu England, "sent five police to tell the head 
induna to come to an indaba about mid-day. 
He came, and refused to give up the cattle 
until we had given up tho refugees who were 
in the tou'n (i.e., Makdaka women and 
children), adiliiiL; that, he would not kill 
them iu front of ua, nor would ho kill them 
in our river, but he would take them out of 
sight. The end of it was Jameson told him 
ho gave him an hour to give up tho 
cattle and get over tho border, and if they 
were not across by then wo should help 
them. At tho end of tho hour Capt. 
Lendy, with fifty mounted men, started 
after them." 

What else could he do 7 Was Dr. Jame- 
con to give up the poor creatures that bad 
sought the protection of the British Qag to 
these merciless sav.iges, or was he to flit .-if ill 
and wait until tho main body of the Mata- 
bele, which were in tho neighborhood, came 
up and attempted to take tho women and 
children which they claimed as their pro- 
perty, by force ? He did what was right. 
He ordered the men who made the horrible 
demand off, and when they did not go at 
tho time appointed, ho showed them that 
tho threat he had made waa not an empty 
one. It is very easy for people who can 
not form any conception of tho dangers sur- 
rounding the settlers in Maahonaland to 
condemn the way in which they deal with u 
horde of barbarians who do not know what 
humanity and good faith meiu. Tho only 
arguments or appeals that they could 
understand and appreciate Ciino from ttie 
muzzles of the white men's lilles. We ven- 
ture to say that no Metabele after this will 
ever usk Unglisbmen to hand oyer to them 
women and children to be massacred in cold 
blood. Tbe fact of their making such a 
monatroua demand shows what kind of men 
the British have to deal with in Mashona- 
land. It ia mere childiahneaa to expect that 
the settlers, in hourly danger of their lives, 
would treat these cruel and treacherous 
brutes as they would civilized mer, who ob- 
serve the usages of mode, a warfare, who 
treat even their enemies with humanity, 
and who honestly carry out any agreement 
they may make. 



ORANK CRIMINALS. 

Tho murder of Mayor Ilarriaon, of Chi- 
cago, by a crank, lias revived the disouaaion 
as to how men of this cltias aro to bo treutod 
when they commit crimes. Are thoy to be 
regarded as insane, a^d, therefore, not re- 
sponsible for their acts, no matter what 
they may be or what their consequences ; or 
are they to be treated as if they are sane — 
at least sane enough to know that they have 
couimitted an olTence which is puuiahable 
by the laws of tho land 'i Tho question is a 
difficult oue to deal with. It is evidently 
wrong to punish a lunatic. But there is a 
border land of lunacy which is occupied by 
many persona whom it ia not considered 
necessary to phicu uiuler restraint. These 
persons lab ir un'lcf (lidu.-iioiiM o{ many kinds ; 
they are generally very excitable, and there ia 
noknowiug when or under what circumstances 
tlieir orankiaeaa may develop into insanity. 
There is no telling what direction the 
thoughts of a disordered mind may take, or 
what acta they may lead ita possessor to 
commit. Arc men occupying this position, 
although it may never have been thought 
nocesaary to place them in a lunatic 'isyluiii, 
to bo considered uano ? Iu time of oxcite- 
mont men are not disposed to make allow- 
ances for what they regard as nice distino- 
tioni) of mental aoundneaa. Tho crime 
committed deaorvea punishment, und tho 
criminal must be punished without iiKiuiriug 
too cloiiely into the condition of his mind. 

Wo aro afraid that tho old uotiou of ven- 
geance haa not yet been eliminated from the 
philosophy of punishment. Society has been 
injured and outraged by tho crime, and 
society must have aatisfaction. In old timos, 
and even now iu tho Soutliern States, this 
idea led to torturing tho criminal. He was 
condemned to death, but before being killed 
he must suffer both in body and mind. 
Ingenious modes of torment were devised, 
and it was calculated to a nicety how much 
pain and mutilation the body could bear 
without driving out of it tho spark of life 
that it contained, lint, 'b.' -ik (iod, torture 
has boon abandoned by all civi izjd nations, 
but tho idea of vengeance .^till survives. 
For instance we see in one of the American 
newspapers the admission thab Fendergrast 



is "mentally unbalanced," that " Guiteau 
would never have been executed if his vic- 
tim had been a private ottizen," and that 
',' there would be small probability that 

Pendergrast would be sent to the gallowa 
but for the eminent place of tho man whom 
he murdered." What doca thia moan? If 
it wotdd not be reasonable to hold Guiteau 
responsible if the man ho had killed were a 
beggar, was it not equally unreasonable when 
his victim was the President of tho United 
Sitttea? It is not the pouilion of tho man 
murderi'd that justice hds to consider, but 
tho condition of the nuud of the person who 
committed the deed. Is his mind in such a 
state that he can be justly held responaible 
for his act 1 should be the only question 
which judge, jury and the public have to 
decide. Tho position and character of tho 
person killed should not havo tho loaat 
weight with those who doairo to come to a 
juat decision in the matter, Grunted the 
man's irrcaponaibility, and it is not, as fur ua 
punishing him is concerned, of the slightest 
rinnstquence whether tho person killed is a 
prince or a cadger. Queen Victoria acted 
on this principle when her life was at- 
tempted by a person of unsound mind, und 
so h-U'e others. And so it would bo in the cuae 
of Mayor Harriaou if tho idea of revenge 
w:>B not consciously, or unoousoiously, cher- 
ished by thoae who argue for the hanging of 
I'c ndorgraat whether ho ia sane or insane. 
All that aocioty ahould want iu such cases 
ia to protect ilaelf. Hanging a madman ia 
certain not to deter other madmen from 
committing the aaino crime. So that hang- 
ing Pendergrast, if he is found to be insane, 
would be an act of pure vengeance for 
tho safety cf society could be aa well 
.aecurod by hia impriaoninont in a hospital 
for the insane aa by hia execution on the 
gallows.

St. John Telegraph : There has been 
sptoudid aardino fishing at tho mouth of the 
Magaguadavic river. Thousands of the iiah 
were taken in tho weirs, and on Monday 
last they sold at §10 to S12 per hogshead. 
One weir made about §600 in a week. 

Ottawa Free Press : Mr. T. C. Weston, 
of tho Geological survey staff, who haa been 
for thirty-five years attached to the corps, 
is about to apply to the department for 
superannuation. Mr. Weston came to Can- 
ada us an expert under Sir William Logan's 
directorship, 

Toronto Mail : City Engineer Keating, 
of Toronto, haa iaaned an exhaustive report 
OB the water supply of the city of Toronto, 
in which he comes to the conclusidn that 
the water of Lake Ontario is the best in 
(juality, and, under present circumstances, 
can be obtaiucd cheaper than from any other 
source. 

Oregon City Knterpriso ; Tho Wil- 
lianietle Pulp & Paper company of this city 
has contracted for 1,000.000 leet of hemlock 
logs. Tho Willianietto company has ex- 
perimented with several different kindi of 
timber and find that both h'-mloeU- ami 
spruce are well adapted to tho manufacture 
of pulp and paper. 

Lothbridgo News : Tho Pincher Creek 
fall round-up is over, and haa turned out 
very satisfactory, a largo calf crop being 
branded. The Pincher Creek and Coohrane 
ranch people have wound up tho season's 
work. Tho range cattle are all in fine con- 
dition, and it will take more than the aver- 
age rough weather to make any perceptible 
dilTerence in their condition. 

A curious induotion ceremony took place 
a few days ago in New York, when a mar- 
ried couple were installed as pastors of a 
church. Among the Unlversalists the wo- 
men place a liberal interpretation upon St- 
Puul's injunction to observe silence, for the 
communion has in the United States forty 
female preachers. This is, however, the 
first lime that u joint pastorate has been 
recognized. 

Tho Liverpool Mercury of tho 13th in- 
stant has the following ; "Aa we suggested 
hist week, Mr. Huddart has now distinctly 
intimated tliat one ol)ject of his visit to this 
country is to negotiate with the Govern- 
ment as to the cranting of u mail subsidy 
for tho new C luadian Australasian steam- 
ship line. He also hints that at no distant 
date ho intends to go carefully into the 
question of a tr.-insatlantic service between 
Montreal and Liverpool. Circumnavigat- 
ing the globe will occupy less time within 
the next few years if all these changes come 
to pass."

WOMAN VERSUS WOMAN. 



Isabella Froctor Thinks It Desradlns tu 
Marry For ii lIoiiiR. 

Not louK iigo llioro apiiriivcd in ii New 
York piijier ii It'tlcr piirpdrling to bo 
writien by a woliiuu, iidvocating the agi- 
tiitioii of a movement to do away with 
till! ('iiiployiiiont of women in boolclteep- 
iii.L!-, typewriting, .stctiugraphy and sim- 
ilar occupations on the ground that they 
disttirb tho domestic harmony of tlieir 
employer's family. The writer went on 
to assert that women who engage in 
bnsiiio.ss nnpex thcmHolv(?s, destroy their 
own delicacy and reserve and become 
bold and bad mannered, and that even 
for their own sakes they should lie 
placed gently but firmly back in wom- 
an's sphere — tlio home. 

Of coiir.sc, to :i reasonable man or 
woman with any idea of political and 
social economics, such a proposition is as 
ab.surd as it is impossible, but it is nev- 
ertheless trno that it does represent the 
prejudice — it does not de.sorvo to be called 
an opinion— of a too large number of su- 
perficial persdiis wliose ignorance of ex- 
isting conditions and selfishness permit 
tliein to take only the narrowest conven- 
tional view. The first and main allega- 
tion r(>(iuire8no notice, since women who 
work for their living in this country arc 
a .self resiiectiiig ckiss, and if there is 
one occasionally who llirts with her emr 
ployer it is the fanlt of her nature and 
not of hor occupation. 

The second assertion — that women so 
engaged ;iro out of their siihero and 
would be better oil at home — has yet to 
be proved, and the burden of proof rests 
on tho person advancing the theory. The 
world is wiiman's sphere, as has been 
said before, and home, even to those who 
li.'ive access to such a place, means some- 
times nnliappiness, unkindncss or grind- 
ing jioverty. Many women cannot have 
a homo iinles« they go out and earn 
money to hell) keep it up, while others, 
left eolittiry in tho world to support 
themselves as best tliey may, have no- 
body witli wiiont to nuiko a home, and 
one cannot do much :n tho homo making 
way all alone. If the woman who ad- 
vises the retirement from business life of 
all women means that they should marry 
for a home, slu^ advocates a conrso of 
conduct infinittdy more degrading than 
a life .spent at any sort of self supporting 
drudgery could jiossiljly be, without ref- 
erence to the linal objection tliatas there 
are more women than men, such a settle- 
ment of tho matter is impossible. 

The opposition of men to the employ- 
ment of women can bo endured, for it 
has its reason for being, in tbo laws of 
business competition, but it is bard for 
rational women to bear tho outgush of 
sentimental vaporing from brainless ob- 
structionists of their own sex. If the 
writer of tho above mentioned letter — 
tho tone of whicli betrays ;t desire to lay 
on innocent shoulder.s llio responsibility 
for an evident domestic di.suniou which 
should bo borne by herself and her hus- 
band — were to be left nnaid(.M.i witli lit- 
tle children to stippm-t, her views of tlu^ 
propriety of women wage earners might 
change more rapidly than she now deems 
possible. ' Isabella Proc3TOr.

Isetting has again come into use, or 
rather is used in making very pretty 
articles in fancy work, doilies of all 
kinds being trimmed witli it. Toilet 
sets, too, are beautiful when tho work is 
done in silk. The articles required are 
a steel netting needle and a flat mesh 
stick. To fry to teach tho actual stitch 
by illustrations or e.\planations would 
be very unsatisfactorj-, as tho peculiar 
twist in getting the knot must be seen in 
actual working, but in the most remote 
village an old lady can easily be found 
who in lii r time made hair nets, and 
that is the stitch pure and simple. 

Oh, snch dainty finger bowl doilies 
tiio ilUistrati(fn but feebly pictnresi The 
croelud silk on spools knots better than 
the knitting sill;, and by preparing half 
a dozen litth' round jiieces the si/eof top 
of a coffee cup of sheer linen hemming, 
very fine, thi'u crocheting an ojien edge 
around to take the netting, marking any 
little fancy pattern with center, you 
have as pretty a set of doilies as can bo 
made. The illustration shows a fine 
linen cambric center worked in pink filo

made of ordinary linen, just dotted with 
dilTereut colors iu the center for tlio 
netting for the. edg(!.

When fin- 
ished, tho netting will bo very full, and 
by putting tho doily through a thick 
starch the edge can be pulled up into 
shells, thus forming a ruffle around a 
plate, if tho center is uuulo largo enough, 
Oi for little fancy cakes or bonbons to 
>'28tlo in. Tho last named doilies can 
only he made in crochet thread and 
plain centers.

THE DRY GOODS TRADE. 

The 'Worst Passpil— Paymeiitg Good— Conscr- 
vatlve I'riidueiloii the Order 
of the Uay. 

New York, Nov. 0. — Tho Journal of 
Commerce and Commercial Bulletin, in its 
weekly review of the dry goods trade, says : 
" The week passed since the repeal of the 
Sherman law has not been productive of the 
improvement many were looking forward 
to. The demand has not lost its old charnc- 
teriatica. Buyers have shown no i;lear dis- 
position to go ahead of their well known 
wants in any SL-asDnablo fabric, and have 
made their engugemeuts for the spring 
with much ofution. Taking current 
purobases and orders for tho spring to- 
gether, tho aggregtte business is larger than 
a week ago, but the accomplishment of it 
has been of too hesitating a charucter to bo 
satisfactory either to sellers with eoods on 
hand or who are desirous of forming some 
judgment as to what prrparationa to make 
for next season. In the former case lit[ht 
stocks are, it is true, a relieving feature in 
the Kituatioa, and in the latter oonservative 
prbd notion promises to give further anxiety 
mnre to buyers in search ot roerohandisc 
than to the sellers who will have to 
dispose of it. This ia the poaition in 
cotton goods. In the woollen cliviaion the 
unfavDrable features are agj^ruvated. Cur- 
rent buainesa ia little better than atugnaiil, 
and biijera show much timidity in plucuig 
orderB for the fuiute. Meanwhile, jjiicea ol 
staple cottoi a are firm in the mtij irity of 
instuneea, oven to a continued tendency 
against buyera in some, and there ia, too, an 
undercurrent of fueling that thu worst, at 
any rale, ia piisHtd, and that whiifever 
ohungecmiea will be in the direction of ini- 
proviiiient, Tho satisfactory nature of eol- 
lectiona ia a helpful influence. Tho general 
condition must be sound for payments are 
good. Some time ago extreme conservatism 
was compulsory, now it is the reverse.

Council was held last evening, Mayor Beaven 
presiding, and nil the members present with 
the exception of Aid. Belyea and Baker. 

The Mayoh recommanded to council a 
by-law to repeal tho Oak Bay avenue assess- 
ment by-luw, IS!).'!. Tho object of this is 
to repeal an uaseasmcut mado for tho pur- 
pose of a sidewalk. Tho council having 
since adoptoJ another course with reference 
to sidewalks ho thought it only fair to re- 
peal tho levy mado in this instance. The 
amount of thia was about J'JUO, of which 
S151 had been received and would have to 
be refunded if this by-law was adopted. It 
will be introduced at another meeting. 

A report from iheFmancu committee, re- 
commending certain appropriations, was 
read. 

A LI). Hauhis inquired if there was in- 
cluded in these anything for police clothing, 
and if tho police had received the usual 

amount of clothing this year. 

'J'u i; .\1.\ vuK replied that there was nothijig 
in the report about jjolice clothing. On this 
subject the members who had sat at the 
board all year were fully informed, but for 
the boneGt of the new members ho would 
aay that when the Estimates by-law was 
brought down Sl.lOO was asked for police 
clothing. In ciuiimittee of tho whole the 
aimiunt was reiluced to §1,000, on tho plea 
that the poUue should have only one suit 
instead of two in the year. There was a 
buhiuce of $2U0or$300 still on bund, but 
he underatuud that was required for other 
purposea 

At, I). BiiAci; expressed regret that no 
mention waa luiido of au appropriation to 
fix the bridge on the Craigllower road. 
The report was adopted. 
A report from the Siroots committee re- 
conimeiided tliat the matter of tho construc- 
tion of a sewer on tho north side of Johnson 
street, between Cook and Vancouver, and 
also tho construction of a sewer ou Henry 
street, be referred to tho Sewerage com- 
mittee ; also that tho Council accept the 
proposition made by F, A, Small and G. A 
Pettit to place aigus showing tho names of 
the streets at tho intersections if tho Coun- 
cil wculd allow them to uso tho lower part 
of thi3 signboards for advertising matter, 
the signs to bo placed to the satisfaction of 
the committee, and to Le without the ad- 
vertising when placed on fine buildings. 

The drainage recommendation was unani- 
mously adopted, but the signboard matter 
raised an adverse diaoussion. 

Ald- Habris thought it would be well to 
have signs at the street comera^ but they 
should have no advertising on them. 

TiiK Mator said it would be a very great 
mistake to accept the proposition. Apart 
from other couaiderationa bo did not think 
the city had power to place advertisements 
on other peiiplo'a property. 

Ai.l) Mu.N-N moved that tho applicants 
bo notitied that their proposition ciknnot be 
entertained. 

Al.D Stvi.es supported tho recommenda- 
tion of the coinniiiteo. Ue thought tho idea 
was ft very good one, 

Ai,D HK'-'DtMi.-So.v also favored the pro- 
poaiiion; and said ho helievi:il that it had 
been tried elhciihere. lie mentioned this 
because Victoria is too far backward and 
too old fashioned to do anything new.

At the Say ward sawmill, about 6 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon, a Chinaman named 
We Don dropped a slab upon the foot of 
Arthur Carruthers, a white workman, who, 
in retaliation, hurled a block of wood at tho 
Chinaiimn'a head. We Don ia now dying or 
dead in his shack on Fiagard street, and 
Carruthers spent the night in the city lock- 
up, on the charge of assault with intent to 
do grievous bodily barm, which may yet be 
changed to the more dreadful one of murder. 

Carruthers is a young man, probably not 
more than twenty-five. Ho is a member of 
ihe Salvation Army, and was wearing his 
uniform when arrested in their barracks last 
8 having struck the 
thought the slab was 
dropped [luruoaely, but aiiya he had no inten- 
tion to eerioualy hurt him. 1 leiiuile renliz-'a 
the aerious position which he now occupiea, but 
though ckutioued that whatever ho aaid 
would \ij used against him, ho made tho ad- 
niiH.Hion stated, declaring lhat he has no 
wish to conceal anything of what really 
happened. 

Ii aecms that when the nllAir took place at 
the mill, Ciirruthera was working with a 
gang of Chinamen, and was the only white 
man present. They were in attendance on 
a circular saw, occupied in cutting up the 
refuse of the mill, and as the saw works 
very fast it is necessary to handle the lum- 
ber OS expeditiously as possible. It is 
therefore not improbable, so the Manager 
aaya, that the Chinaman did aooidentally 
drop the slab, and that the outburst of 
temper on -rruthers' part was not called 
for. Italsoappearsthatnosuchseriouaresults 
from his retaliation were apprehended, for 
W'e Don started to wiilk home and had 
gone Bome iliHlaiice before he fell in a 
faint to the ground. Ilia comrades then 
carried him lo rhi; Fisgnrtl street cabin, 
but it Wiis not unlil about 7:-'iO o'clock th-.»l 
Hurgicul atlenilanco waa called. Then Dr. 
Hiuiiig'on was aeut for. He diacovered 
thai the man's skull was badly fractured, 
and exprea.Hed tho opinion that he could 
not live tlinuigh the night. After he had 
done what hu coulil lo relieve the ]iain 
ihu doctor called at the pidice sialion, and 
there gave tho first intimatiini which the 
ollicora had nceived, tiuperinlcndeut 
Slieppord wished to have tho dying 
man's deposition taken, but found 
that ho was unconacioua, and likely

ClllCAfiO, Nov, 5,— Such scenes were 
never before enacted in the City Council 
chamber of this city as took place there 
yesterday. Before tho crapo-driii)(:il apeak- 
er'a desk stood two aldermen, politicil op- 
ponents, each declaring himself chairman of 
tho body. Tho reading clerk leaped upon 
tho back of one of tho contcatants and tried 
to eject him. Another clerk tore up a rcao- 
lution btcauao it v,'aa not in line «-ii,h what 
his party desired. Over tho somberly- 
draped rails of tho speaker's stand leaped an- 
other alderman upon the back of a clerk, and 
colleagues flocked to his aid. Upon him 
jumped an alderman of tho opposing fac- 
tion, clutching at the throat of the man who 
was, by force, trying to get before the coun- 
cil that which should legally have been re- 
ceived. Police officers rushed into the in- 
cloaure to separate the struggling aldermen, 
and in the fight that ensued tho crapo hung 
about tho desk of tho dead mayor waa rent, 
torn down and trampled under foot. Men 
who thrcQ days ago spent njoney and labor 
to honor Mayor Harribou disgraced his 
memory by a disreputable brawn over the 
right to sit for twenty minutes in hia chair, 
Tho Council met yesterday afternoon to 
elect a successor to the late mayor. Rivalry 
for the chairmanship of tho meeting wus ao 
intense that a number of fist lights occurred 
in tho chamber almost aa soon ua the aeasion 
opened. Matters finally ((uieted down, and 
Alderman McGillen, Democrat, with the as- 
sistance of Alderman Swift, Ki publican, 
caucus nominee for mayor, waa chosen chair- 
man of tho Council. A resolution was 
p.taaed for holding a special eUction the 
third ruesday of thls month for mayor. 
Pending that election, however, it was 
necessary to elect a mayor pro tem, and this 
precipitated another scene of disorder, in 
which the police were called in to preserve 
order. 

Meantime groat crowds had gathered out- 
side the City Hall, and special details of po- 
lice were necessary to keep them back. The 
Council linidly got down lo busineai. Swifl 
WHS nominated for Mayor pro teni, by the 
Kepwblicans, McGillen by tlio Doinocrata. 
The vote resulted 31 for Swift, .')3 for Me 
GiUen, and blank. The chair decided there 
wild no I leclinn. The Republicans protest- 
ed and Itft the chamber, but tho Democrats, 
fearing a trick, remained in tho chamber. 
At the end of an hour the Republicans re- 
turned and tho aeasion regularly adjourned. 
Counsel v;as called in, but was unable to de- 
cide whether or not Swift was elected. 

Shortly after Chairman McGillen refused 
lo declare Swift elected tho Republican 
alderniim withdrew to the ante-rooin and 
proceeded to swear in Swift as Mayor, Tho 
matter will now rest until a regular meeting 
of the Council Monday night. To,night the 
council chamber is guarded by police officers 
and no one is allowed to enter.

The tioveninieiit's New Flniuioiiil Sclicuie— 
Another Army Sniiidiil— .New 
lleerulls, 

lii'.KLiN, Nov. 5 — The close of the World's 
Fair at Chicago has been made tbe ccoaaion 
of a number of articles in the Qormau preaa, 
referring to the satisfaction of German ex- 
hibitors at the manner in which the affair 
waa managed, and regarding as a fou-go.ic 
cimcluaion that it will havo an iuinienao in- 
llueiice over ( lermiin-AiuericAn 3oiiiniercial 
relations in future. 

A large gathering thi.H morning at Pote- 
daiii biirracka witncsaed the recruita of 
Potsdam garrison take tho oatli of idli yi- 
ance in the preaeuce cf tho Kinpcror and 
Fmpreas, who were accompiniod by tlioir 
throe eldeat aona. The function was a 
purely formal one. 

The Bequal to another unny scandal, em- 
bracing chargea of brutality to private lol- 
diera, ia the caKliieriug of Lieut, Schnig- 
MuUer, of tho Three hundred and ninety- 
eighth regiment of infantry, stationed uL 
Dusaoldorf. 

At tho inatanco of the Prince regent of 
Bavaria the royal opera house of Munich haa 
offered a prixo of 8,000 marks for a new 
German opera.
